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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


Your  Committee  can  report  another  3^ear  of  prosperity  in 
the  work  of  the  Town  Librar}^  The  income  of  the  invested 
funds,  which  was  given  chiefly  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
keeps  the  library  in  a  growing  condition,  and  preserves  an  inter- 
est in  reading  which  could  not  otherwise  be  maintained.  It 
has  been  expended  for  standard  works  and  for  the  best  issues 
of  the  press  in  the  current  literature  of  the  day. 

Since  our  last  report,  725  volumes  of  the  McLoud  Depart- 
ment have  been  catalogued,  and  are  available  for  the  use  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town.  The  books  of  this  department  have 
been  issued  to  a  considerable  extent.  A  new  and  complete 
catalogue  of  the  library  has  been  prepared  by  the  ladies,  who 
have  kindl}^  volunteered  their  services  as  librarians  since  the 
decease  of  Rev.  Mr.  McLoud. 

During  the  year,  about  5,500  volumes  have  gone  out 
among  one  hundred  and  fifty  families  of  our  Town.  Forty- 
eight  bound  volumes  and  thirteen  pamphlets  have  been  received 
as  gifts  from  various  sources.
